Axiome agreed umto by all Philoſophers, That 
a Cauſe 1S that, whereapon dependeth, or whence iſſueth 
an effet, Or that by which any thing happeneth, Some 
hold chat chere are four cauſes of every thing, v/s. 
Cauſa Eſſexttalw, Materials , Formalis , and Finals, 
Plato. mentioneth three kinds of Cauſes, and diſtin- 
guiſheth chem by rheſe three Terms, By which , Of 
whith, and For whith ; but taketh the molt prz:crpal ro 
be that, By which, it being the Efficient Cauſe. And 
that the Heavens are the Effictent and Eſſential Cauſes 
of: Plagues, or other Contagious diſeaſes, we need 
= doubc, it being ſo congruent to Reaſon to be- 
lieve, 

. Phyſicians tell us , thar the Plagne is a diſeafe moſt 
Malignant and Peltilential z a Fever in the higheit d-

Anno 1348, There happened a Plague fo great in 
Evgland (and indeed. in other parts alſo) that the 
Chronicles tell us, there were buricd thereof in the 
.Charter-houſe-yard London, 50000 People, Nay, Mr, 
Cambaen ſaith, thar in that lictle Town of Tar- 
mouth, there (then) dyed aboux 7000 Perſons, Iris 
obſervable, a liztle before this great Peſt:lexce , there 
happened a very .great Comet ih Tawrus an Earthly 
ſipn, as is witnefſed by Leovitzusz and allo a great 
Conjun&ion of Saturn and Jupiter, and Mears, in Agqu-

ConjunRion of Satuiz, Jupiter,and Mars in 
Biſces,. a watery ſign, perhaps a main reaſon why that 
Peſtilence was attended with a Swear. 

Anpno 15 9.3, Anno Regus Elizab, 35. There was ano- 
ther very great Plague , the Celeſtial Cauſes 0+ 
which were che two Conjur&ions and Oppoſitions 
of Satura and Mars:trom and in Capricora and Cancery 
Tropical figns ;, and an Oppoſition of Saturn and Ju- 
pte* from the ſame ſigns; beſides three grear Eclipſes 
of. che Luminaries of Heaven, 

: Anno 1603, When the great Plague: happened 
then, we may remember that there was a Conjuucti- 
on of Saturz and Jupiter in Sagittarius, And alittle be- 
fore that, a great Eclipſe of the Sun ;. anda Comet alſo 
ofgreat Magnitude appeared.. 

Arno 1625: Thar Contagion was the conſequence 
of a great ConjunRion of Saturn, Jupiter, and Mars, in 
the Celefiial fign Leo, a ſign of rhe fiery triplicity,. 
and repreſenting the. heart in the 24;crocoſme, Ergo, the 
more dangerous, 

Anno 1636, There happened another Plagre in 
Londox: ,.but not fo great as any the former : there 
were then two Conjurttons,&c, of Saturn and Mars ;

the firſt on Jezwary 27. the ogher on July 22, one hap-

Ergo; If zt could rationally be prefummed to depend on 
other Cauſes, we might (for our couviction) happily 
have a Plague when no fuch Caufes are apparent ; but 
there is never any Peſitlence:, bur when entther. Comets, 
Eclipſes, or great ConjunBiers,&c. happen : Ir therefore 
roundly { and without obfirution'y follows, That 
Plagues axe caufed by Celeſtial influences.
